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SUBJECT: CIVAIR - TWA 841 ACCIDENT 

MR. ERIC NEWTON, PRINCIPAL INSPECTOR OF ACCIDENTS, BOARD OF 
TRADE U.K., WAS ASKED BY NTSB TO ASSIST IN THE INVESTIGATION FROM 
SABOTAGE POINT OE VIEW. IN LAST TWO DAYS THE INSPECTOR HAS 
COME UP WOTH STARTLING DISCOVERIES. HE HAS COLLECTED A NUMBER 
OF PARTICLES AND WRAPPINGS PROM THE SALVAGED SEAT CUSHIONS, 
SUITCASES, AND PLOORING. THIS MATERIAL APPEARS ALIEN TO THE 
REST OF THE GATHERED WRECKAGE. THOUGH MR. NEWTON WILL NOT STATE 
OFFICIALLY AT THIS TIME, HE FEELS THERE IS MORE THAN 
ENOUGH MATERIAL TO SHOW EVIDENCE OF AN EXPLOSION ON BOARD 
THE ILLFATED TWA FLIGHT. A NTSB MAN IS ARRIVING TODAY FROM 
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ANALYSIS. I WILL STAND BY FOR OFFICIAL WORD AS TO NTSB LAB 
FINDINGS. 
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
